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Coleman Faced With Major 
Telephone Problem; Must Raise 
Rates Or Have Local Exchange 


Telephone Cable Into Coleman 
Has Deteriorated to Point Where 
it Will be of No Further Use 
in Near Future. 

According to a report submitted 
by Mayor Aboussafy to his council 
on Monday evening, Coleman faces 
a major problem in regards to tele¬ 
phone service. 

Ten days ago, Mr. A. M. Munroe, 
of Alberta Government Telephones, 
Lethbridge, visited Coleman and re¬ 
ported on the condition of the tele¬ 
phone cable leading into Coleman 
to Mayor Aboussafy. He stated that 
the cable had deteriorated to the 
point that it could not be of much 
further service. 

Coleman is faced with two alter¬ 
natives. Either allow a new cable 
to be installed, or set up a Coleman 
exchange. 

Should the new cable be put in, 
all phones in Coleman, personal and 


business, will be on party lines, 
there being no direct lines as en¬ 
joyed by the business section as 
at present. In addition the rate for 
private phone will be boosted from 
$2.50 to $3.50 and the business 
phones will be boosted from $4.50 ' 
to $8.75 per month. 

The second alternative is to put 
in a local exchange. Then all local 
persons having phones will enjoy 
a direct line, there being no party 
lines. Private homes will pay $2.50 
as at present, while the business 
phone will be charged $4.00 per 
month. However, in having a local 
exchange all calls to Pass towns 
will then have a ten-cents charge, 
in other words free calls to other 
Pass towns will be a thing of the 
past. 

Council discussed the matter at 
some length and will make further 
investigation before coming to a 
decision. 


Fish & Game Notes 

Someone, somewhere, once said 
that “figures are old and cold and 
passionless,” which, besides being 
very euphonious, is also a great 
truth. Figures are old because they 
represent the only tangible expres¬ 
sion of eternity we have; they are 
the only refutation of the philoso¬ 
phy that “nothing is changless but 
change,” because the fundamentals 
that figures express are changeless. 
They have belonged always to the 
universe—they always will. They 
are older than time, and they, and 
only they, possess the elements and 
substance of permanence. 

In the extraordinary process of 
the ages the rocky peaks of the 
mountains are levelled' and the 
eternal hills are flattened, and we 
know only too well that the seas 
have no certainty in location; but 
2x2 has always made four, and 
always will. 

No matter how we may reason 
or argue, we cannot escape these 
fundamental simplicities, and no 
amount of casuistry can alter them. 
Add to what you have, and you 
have more; take away from what 
you have, and you have less. This 
is the unanswerable answer to the 
reason for conservation. 

If you take three fish from a lake 
and replace only two sooner or lat¬ 
er you will have no fish. If you kill 
three deer in a district while nature 
only replaces two, sooner or later 
yuo will have no deer. There is no 
escape from this mathematical pro¬ 
cess, it is inevitable as death, and 
as orderly as the procession of the 
years. It is so simple that only 
fools will not see it, and only ras¬ 
cals will ignore it. 

YOUR STREAMS 
There has been considerable dis¬ 
cussion regarding Glacier Creek, 
and your committee agrees that 
this stream should be diverted onto 
its original course instead of into 
Island Lake, to where it is now 
running. Mr. Watkins, the provin¬ 
cial superintendent of fisheries, was 
shown this creek when he visited 
the district a couple of weeks ago, 
and he promised to give it his con¬ 
sideration. 

As it now stands Glacier Creek 
runs into Island Lake, which over¬ 
flows, then the stream finds its way 
past the Summit Lime Works and 
into Crows’ Nest Lake. As the creek 
dries up later in the season, the fish 
that have run into Island Lake are 
trapped, as there is no outlet, and 
are suffocated in the winter. If we 
can divert Glacier Creek onto its 
original course, there is no doubt 
that, with some extra fertilization, 
Crows’ Nest Lake will contain as 
many fish as it did some years ago.

Serviceman's Corner

The greatest single problem that 
we have to face today, and the 
one that concerns us most, is the 
successful re-establishment of our 
armed forces into suitable occupa¬ 
tions. It is not necessary for me to 
warn you of the gravity of the sit¬ 


uation if we fail in this our most 
important responsibility. The key 
to a successful and prosperous na¬ 
tion is full employment, and a sat¬ 
isfactory standard of living for all. 

Our discharged service person¬ 
nel for this purpose fell into three 
distinct and separate classes, each 
with their own particular difficul¬ 
ties. First we have those who left 
jobs and joined one of His Majes¬ 
ty’s forces. Second and by far larg¬ 
est we have those who never had 
a job, and who have no particular 
qualifications to fit them for any 
position in our scheme of organized 
society. Thirdly we have those 
whose education has been disrupted 
by the war. 

As this problem is so important 
and involved I propose to discuss 
each class separately, and as fully 
as possible, in this and the next 
three publications of this column. 

In the first case we have those 
who left jobs and joined the army, 
navy or air force. This problem has 
been made considerably easier for 
us by the passing of an act known 
as The Reinstatement in Civilian 
Employment Act, which clearly 
states that an employer must take 
back a man or woman into his em¬ 
ployment who left his staff to join 
the services. Despite this straight 
forward legislation it is causing a 
great deal of comment among some 
employers. They state that they 
have had to train someone else for 
that particular job, increased their 
wages, and now hesitate to demote 
this man who has served so faith¬ 
fully through times of stress and 
strain. Remember, this is not the 
attitude taken by all employers, 
and only goes to strengthen my 
assertion of the situations we have 
to deal with. Nevertheless, this is 
the legislation and must be adhered 
to. If anyone can furnish us with 
information that this order has 
been violated we will only be too 
glad to bring it to the attention of 
the proper authorities. 

It is quite possible that as the 
result of service that they may not 
wish to continue with their pre¬ 
vious trade or profession. If this be 
the case then we will have to deal 
with them under our second group. 
However, let me warn those who 
are contemplating a change to think 
the matter over carefully before be¬ 
fore coming to a decision. With the 
volume of work that has to be 
accomplished, we must all do the 
jobs we are best qualified to do, in 
order that the various departments 
can give you the most efficient 
service. 

If anyone has had any particular 
difficulty in regard to the above 
I would appreciate it very much 
if you would write and give me the 
particulars so that your case may 
be investigated. * 

Thank you, “Vet,” from the 
Crows’ Nest, for your timely sug¬ 
gestions, and I hope to take them 
up with the Council in the near 
future. The result will be made 
known to you through the columns 
of this newspaper.

In order that it might pass on 
some helpful suggestions to those 
Colemanites planning on travelling 
by the States to Vancouver this 
year, The Journal interviewed a lo¬ 
cal citizen who returned from his 
trip to Vancouver only last Sunday. 

He advises that everyone make 
sure they have their registration 
card before starting out. 

Foreign born persons will find it 
most essential to carry their natur¬ 
alization papers with them as these 
papers are asked for both in enter¬ 
ing the States and upon leaving. 
Canadian and British bom subjects 
are only asked for their registra¬ 
tion cards. 

Some points of entry into the 
States ask for birth certificates as 
a means of identification. 

It is also essential that each 
driver carry his 1945 car registra¬ 
tion license. 

Those persons passing through 
Kingsgate can secure their States 
gasoline ration either at Sandpoint 
or at Spokane between the hours 
of 10 a.m. and 3 p.m.

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. Pres¬ 
ent Mayor. Aboussafy, Councillors 
Cox, Dutil, Jenkins, Ramsay and 
Wilson. 

A letter was received from Rev. 
W. E. Brown voicing Bishop Ragg’s 
thanks for the concrete steps which 
lead past St. Alban’s church from 
Fourth to Fifth streets. 

Upon the suggestion of Mayor 
Aboussafy, council will once again 
seek to have a radio booster located 
in Coleman. It is hoped that as the 
result of electrical equipment being 
eased that the federal government 
and the CRC will have no further 
excuse to put forward. E. G. Han- 
sell’s support will be asked in try¬ 
ing to get the booster. 

The Crows’ Nest Pass’ vast in¬ 
dustrial wealth and its population

Coleman telephone owners are faced with two 
choices. Sanction a new cable to be strung up from 
the Blairmore exchange to Coleman, or have a Cole¬ 
man exchange. Should the first be adopted the rates 
will be increased to a point where many phones will 
be taken out of many houses and a number of busi¬ 
ness places. Each phone, private or business, will be 
be on a patty line. Should the second choice be adopt¬ 
ed then Coleman will have its own telephone agency, 
rates will be the same for the homes and 50c less for 
the business places. The only difference will be that 
all calls from Coleman to neighboring Pass towns 
will be chargeable. 

A monthly charge of $8.75 for a business phone' 
is pretty stiff rate and we hazard a guess that should 
it go into effect it would be about the highest rate in 
the province. What we cannot understand is why 
Coleman should he asked to buy this cable through 
increased rates. Isn’t it a provincial telephone sys¬ 
tem and if cables deteriorate is it the fault of Cole¬ 
man telephone owners? 

Before a decision is reached it is very probable 
that Mr. Fallow will be interviewed on the matter. 
We can’t see the fairness of asking Coleman to bear 
the entire brunt of a new cable. 

However, should Coleman be forced to make a 
choice we put forth the suggestion that’she ask for 
her own telephone exchange. Business rates would 
then be $4.00 and private phones $2.50. Each line 
would be a direct line. It would require forty-eight 
calls to Pass towns per month before the rate would 
reach the $8.75 which would be charged if a new 
cable was constructed. 

Other features which we would point out. The 
service would be a 24-hour service. It would require 
employment of three Coleman girls.. Then there is 
the publicity angle. All long distance calls would 
come direct to Coleman and not be relayed through 
Blairmore as at present. Coleman would then get the 
added publicity. It would also give us a government 
building which we have long agitated should be lo¬ 
cated in the largest town in the Pass.

Over 500 Citizens’ Committees or Rehabilitation 
Committees, call them what you like, have been or¬ 
ganized in cities, towns and villages all across Can¬ 
ada to see that the veteran gets a square deal. 

Coleman is not one of those 500, but it should be. 
Quietly and unobtrusively, the Citizens’ committees 
go about making life easier for the returned man by 
helping him in his troubles and lending an under¬ 
standing ear. 

In dozens of different ways, depending on the in¬ 
genuity and good-heartedness of the townfolk, the 
Citizens’ committees do their best to make the re¬ 
turned man feel at home. One community writes him 
a letter before he’s even discharged, telling him what 
they are planning. Another sends him a certificate 
of appreciation, a “thank you” card, printed on the 
best paper available. Another town sends him a per¬ 
sonal letter, asking him what he’d like to do, and 
what they can do for him. 

Another place waits till he’s been home a couple 
of months, then sends him a personal letter to find 
out how he’s getting along. In almost every case they 
find there’s some little adjustment that can be made, 
some problem—business, economic or otherwise—in 
which the experienced men of the committee can be 
of service. 

One thing that has been brought to our notice 
by an ex-service man recently returned from over¬ 
seas is the acute housing shortage at present prevail¬ 
ing here. He and his family have so far been un¬ 
successful in securing housing accommodation. Un¬ 
doubtedly this same problem will be faced by others 
as they return home. 

The National rehabilitation scheme makes some 
provision for aiding ex-service men to build their 
own homes. If a local committee was set up and made 
one of its objectives the securing of suitable lots for 
these men then their gratuity plus the aid received 
from the National rehabilitation committee on the 
securing of proper lumber would enable them to beat 
the present housing shortage condition. 


Letter To T)ie Editor 

The Editor, Dear Sir: 


In view of the interest now being 
taken in freight rates owing to the 
application by railway companies 
for an upward revision, we direct 
the attention of your readers to the 
following resolution passed in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1944, by the Alberta Farm- 
-.ers’ Union: 

That whereas western Canadian 
prairie provinces and the province 
of Alberta in particular have been 
subjected by authority of the gov¬ 
ernment of Canada to the imposi¬ 
tion of crushing railway freights, 
outward as well as inward bound, 
whereby the trade, industries and 
agriculture of this province have 
been penalized and their success 
obstructed, and 

Whereas the shipping of feed 
grains to the province of Ontario 
free of freights as at present, 
whereby hog raising in the prov¬ 
ince of Alberta has been obstructed 
is unfair and if continued should 
be applicable to equivalent products 
of other prairie provinces, 

Whereas Alberta imports in 
round figures about 80% of all 
goods sold from extra provincial 
points the incidence of these rail¬ 
way freights affect every home in 
this province. Thus hardware and 
canned goods from Montreal to Ed¬ 
monton or Calgary pay 214 times 
the freight on the same goods 
transported ."from Montreal across 
the mountains to Vancouver, and 

Whereas we censure the contin¬ 
uance of special privileges in re¬ 
spect of railway lands by the gov¬ 
ernment of Canada whereby the 
taxation base of this province and 
many municipalities has been nar¬ 
rowed, 

Therefore we request the provin¬ 
cial government to make represen¬ 
tations to the dominion government 
with a view to getting relief in re¬ 
spect of the freight rates to Al¬ 
berta, because Alberta public lands 
and minerals were in large part 
alienated for the purpose of main 
line construction. That such land 
and mineral ajienation was paid 
for so far as land subsidies were 
concerned by the three prdfirie prov¬ 
inces out of nine. That in Alberta 
this transfer of railway lands 
amounted to 13,120,000 acres. 

A copy of this resolution has been 
sent to Premier Manning, also Ed¬ 
monton and Calgary Chambers of 
Commmerce.—H. E. Nichol, secre¬ 
tary Alberta Farmers’ Union.

WORKERS FOR HOME BUILD¬ 
ING AND HOME BUILDING 
SUPPLIES 

In order to speed up home build¬ 
ing Hus year, special arrangements 
have been made for the early re¬ 
lease from the armed forces of ex¬ 
perienced workers for home con¬ 
struction and the production of ma¬ 
terials for home budding, accord¬ 
ing to an announcement made on 


Monday by Hon. Humphrey Mit¬ 
chell, minister of labor. 

“Canada’s program calls for 
the building of 50,000 homes im¬ 
mediately,” the labor minister 
said, “and the continuing labor 
shortages are seriously hampering 
the project. An obvious and prim¬ 
ary need of homes arises out of the 
fact that living quarters must be 
found for members of the armed 
forces on discharge.” 

The labor minister explained that 
building contractors wanting to 
build homes, and employers produc¬ 
ing materials needed for home con¬ 
struction, should make application 
to the nearest industrial selection 
and release committee, in order to 
secure the speedy release from the 
armed services of any man they 
know to be experienced in the work 
of house building, or in producing 
essential building materials. There 
are eleven of these committees, lo¬ 
cated at Halifax, St. John, Quebec, 
Montreal, Kingston, London, To¬ 
ronto, Winnipeg, Regina, Edmonton 
and Vancouver. 

“We wish to appeal to building 
contractors wanting to build homes 
and to producers of building mater¬ 
ials,” Mr. Mitchell said, “to con¬ 
tact their district committee im¬ 
mediately, to file applications for 
the release of any man they know 
to be experienced in these lines of 
work, who is now in the armed 
services, but who can be put to 
work at once to help the house 
building program. Also, trade un¬ 
ions interested may file applica¬ 
tions.” 

The minister stated that employ¬ 
ers and unions must give the name, 
postal address and other particu¬ 
lars regarding the men asked for. 
At the same time, he^pointed out, 


applications need not be restricted t 
to skilled tradesmen, but requests 
for experienced un-skilled or semi¬ 
skilled worker^ will be entertained 1 
where the indication is that labor 
shortages are interfering with home 
building. 

The labor minister,, concluded by 


saying' that civilian construction 
workers, who are now engaged in 
other work, are also being sought 
for house building by the employ¬ 
ment offices. “In home building all 
classes of construction tradesmen 
are needed, but the men whose 
services are most in demand by 


contractors are carpenters, ptos- 
terers, bricklayers, plumbers and 
electricians,” Mr. Mitchel explain¬ 
ed. “Any men who have experience 
at these trades on home building 
will be given their please from any 
designated industry by employment 
officers upon application.”

IT IS BECOMING APPARENT that the old axiom regarding “peace 
arid plenty” does not apply in these times and that the end of the war in 
Europe has been marked by very little relaxation of wartime restrictions in 
buying.

Regulations affecting food are probably 
of the greatest concern to most people, and food rationing has no doubt 
caused some inconvenience. However, it cannot be said to have caused any 
real hardship here, and even should it become necessary to increase the 
scope of the present system of rationing, the people of Canada would still 
be able to secure sufficient food for a more than adequate diet. When we 
compare our lot with that of people in other countries, and particularly 
when we contemplate conditions in liberated Europe, we cannot fail to 
realize how fortunate we have been in respect to food supplies.

Fought Grim Battle Has Been Dismantled 


But Work Of British Minesweepers 
Got Little Publicity 

The saga of the long, little-pub-, 
licized struggle of British mine- 
Bweepers during the war in Europe 
in which they swept up a total of 
16,000 mines, has been disclosed by | 
the Admiralty. 

The cost of this grim silent battle \ 
was 237 vessels. Of these 99 fell! 
victim to mining and 68 to attacks j 
from the air. 

German minelaying, which on the 
night of May 1, 1941, less than a fort¬ 
night before the German assault in 
France, blocked five British and three 
French ports—Sunderland, Hartle¬ 
pool, Middlesbrough, Blyth, Dunkirk, 
Calais and Boulogne-had at the out¬ 
break of war to be countered with 
about 36 minesweepers and 40 trawl¬ 
ers. Today, the statement said, 
3,350 minesweepers fly the British 
colors. 

The seagoing personnel of the ser¬ 
vice has similarly increased from 
2,000 at the outbreak of the war to 
60,000 now. 

In September. 1939, the Germans 
were believed to have about 100,000 
moored contact mines to start their 
offensive. The first fields were moored 
In the area of the Humber, on Bri¬ 
tain's east coast. Toward the first 
December of war, mines also ap¬ 
peared as far south as the Channel 
port of Dover, while German planes 
laid magnetic mines in the ap¬ 
proaches to the Thames, to Bristol 
and off Swansea, on the coast of 
South Wales. 

In January. 1940, losses reached 
the peak figure of 90,000 tons of 
Bhipping, but after that British 
counter-measure took effect.

IMMENSE STORES OF MEAT 
WILL RE REQUIRED THIS YEAR BY 
UNITED KINGDOM AND EUROPE 


OTTAWA.—The fondest hope of 
agricultural Canada today is that 
1945 feed production will be good. 

Some authorities say there is a 
tendency to think of it as "a crop 
of destiny,’’ a development on which 
the welfare of millions of people in 
Canada and abroad will depend. 

The factors are these: 

1. Immense stores of meat are 
required by the United Kingdom and 
by Europe. Hog production has de¬ 
clined in Canada and the Dominion 
probably will do no more than meet 
her minimum contract for the provi¬ 
sion of bacon to the United Kingdom. 
Cattle production is up. but the 
shortage of pork has meant greater 
purchases of be and shipments of 
this meat to the United Kingdom 
Will be slender at least until ration¬ 


ing is reimposed in Canada in a few j 
weeks. 

[ 2. United States plans fer expan-! 

sion of livestock production are: 
threatened by unfavorable weather; 
conditions and shortages of labor and 
materials. These conditions may j 
cause the 1945 feed crop there to be 
the smallest since 1941. A reduction' 
in United States livestock supplies 
will mean greater dependence on 
Canadian production at a time when 
food problems are the most serious 
of modern times. 

In many parts of .Canada the 1945 
crcp got away to a slow start, with 
seeding delayed by inclement weathei 
But officials said that the condition 
is not alarming and with suitable 
weather Canada might well enjoy a 
bumper crop of feeds in most urgent 
demand. 


The U.S. 8th, 9th and 12th air 
forces are moving en masse.
